Keeping in 
view the ratio of growth of the countries 
named between recent census periods, there 
are to day about 68,000,000 inhabitants in 
European Russio,, 47,000,000 iu Germany,

land, 30,000,000 fu Italy and 17,000,000 in 
Bpain. 

The population of none of the other coun- 
tries in Europe reach 10,000,000—Turkey's 
inhabitants outside of Asia aggregating 
scarcely balf that figure, HKussia alone of the 
great powers of Christendom exceeds the 
United States in population.

On the united authority, then, of the 
Qhief Analyst of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, of the Provincial Board of Hoalth, 
and of Dr, Bell, we congratulate our fair 
city on possessing *‘ good store of whole- 
some water’—an unlimited supply of na- 
ture’s beverage, of good taste and excellont 
quality, which the Water Works Company 
are prepared to supply. 

As to those cherished private wells, the 
sample from one of them submitted to the 
Government Analyst is a fair indication. 
On the authority of Dr, Bell, we state that 


but few of them supply water which is fit 
for domestic use, the great majority of them 
being polluted and dangerous, The same 
authority etates that the public wells in 
general furnish water of a good quality—in 
such cases, at least, as the drain upon them 
is almost equal to the supply, so that the 
water does not become stagnant. But, we 
add from personal knowledge, an immense 
amount of filth goes into the public wells, 
and the water of the bay is. infinitely pref- 
erable to that which is drawn from them. 

It will be noted that the sewage of the 
Institute, which stil] flows into the bay legs 
than half a mile from the source of supply, 
had no apparent effect on the water works’ 
sample which was analyzed. The pogsibil- 
ity of danger from that source is, however, 
to be ayerted by the uae of tho sewage on 
the farm at the Institute,

The Minister of Justice introduced a bill 


respeuling the olectivn of raembere of the 


House of Commons. Several clauses of tho 

bill are the same 46 those ander discussion 
last session, referriug to the quality of pa 
per of which ballots shall be composed and 
also relating to polling booths, ete. The 
bill also provides that a momber whose 
agont may have exercised unduo influences 
may oxcuse himself, by showing that such 
acta were done without avy authority from 
him or his regularly appointed agont, that 
they wero trivial, and that in other respects 
the from corruption. 
Auother provision of the bill makés uniform 
the time for holding the elections in Brit- 
ish Columbia and othor places where, ow- 
ing to the difficulties of communication, 
they have heretofore been held later than 
in other parts of the Dominion, these difi- 
oulties now having been removed. In ad- 
dition to the present penalties more seyere 
disqualifications shall attach to parties guil- 
ty of committing fraud of any kiud. Other 
provisions are as to soorevy, safety of ballot 
boxes, ete. 

Stull another bill introduced by the 
Minister of Justico9 was toamond the act 
rospecting fraudulent marks on merchan- 
dise, It enacts that protection by criminal 
procees shall bs coulined to registered 
trade marks, The burden of proof o 
innocent possession is made to fall on 
the poreon accused and summary convic- 
tion is made legal. Provision is also made 
regarding description of trade mark and 
search warraut.

In the Vegetable Garden. 

It is a very important point, in forming 
a good garden, 80.to arrange the planting 
of the different yezetables as to insure 
both a judicious selection of sorts anda 
proper time of planting for each of the 
varieties selected, thereby securing for 
the table a succession of the different 
kinds extending throughout the season, 
rather than a dozen varioties all coming 
in together, when itis impossible to use 
more than three or four; or, on the other 
hand, the occurrence now and then of 
times when there is no vegetable whatever 
ripe for the table. 

In arranging dates for planting vege- 
tables for a succession, it should be noted 
that as the season advances and becomes 
warmor, peas and, In fact, all kinds of 
vegetables grow faster and overtake one 
another, as it woukl seom. The dates of 
planting the different sorts do not lead to 
corresponding intervals in gathering the 
crops, For example, though five days’ 
difference in date of planting peas in 
April will make about as many days dif 
ference in the time of the harvesting in 
June, yet five days’ difference in planting 
in May will make hardly any visible dif- 
ference in the ripening in July. 


Important Points In Cheese Making, 

One of the leading features of the forth- 
coming report of the New York state 
dairy commissfoner consists of opinions 
from leading dairymen on the best 
methods of conducting the cheese busi- 
ness, the prevalence of fraud in produc- 
tion and by what means the consumption 
of it can be best increased. 

Tho question of branding cheese with 
the official state brand evidently remains 
anopen one among the state dairymen. 
A good many Of them are pronounced in 
favor of the plan; others consider such & 
branding advantageous to consumers only; 
others are indifferent, while a consider- 
able number condemn the state brand as 
useless or detrimental # the natural rela- 
tions of producer and consumer. 

The replies to the question, How pre- 
valent is the habit of branding cheese as 
“full cream’? when it js not, cannot fail 
to gratify cheese consumers, as in more 
than 100 reports on this point there is not 
a single expression of positive knowledge 
of the existence of this habit. 


Hints About Truck Farming. 


Where truck farming, as it is called, or 
gardening for market is to be carried on 
along with other farta work by a farmer 
who has sons grown up or nearly so, it 
will be an excellent plan to put one of 
them in charge of this department and 
require no other service from him, or else 
hire a reliable man for the purpose, or 
rent the garden plot on such terms as may 
be agreed on. In this business it will 
generally be found best fo separate it as 
muchas possible from the ordinary farm 
work, else both are liable to suffer from 
conflicting demands for attention from 
each at a critical time. 


How to Lay Out Gardens. 

Since it is becoming the practice -to lay 
out vegetable and berry gardens so as to 
be kept clean by horse cultivation, it is 
well to place the different crops in such a 
position with each other as to make them 
convenient of access, as Well as to afford a 
pleasing appearance. Asasingle example 
of such an arrangement is here repro- 
duced from Country Gentleman an illus- 
tration in which a line of raspberries was: 
placed next to a narrow grass walk ex- 
tending lengthwise through the garden 
and next to the raspberries several rows 
of strawberries, and still beyond these a 
line of currants. 


STRAWBERRIES—WALK—RASPBERRIES 

The grass walk was four feet wide, and 
was kept cut short by passing a hand 
lawn mower once a week, with only a few 


minutes’ work, . At the edge of this walk 
was a line of Caroline raspberries, this 
variety being of lower and more rounded 
growth than other sorts, and when in 
fruit its rich yellow berries give it a quite 
ornamental appearance. ‘Che strawberries 
text to the raspberries, being well en- 
riched with manure, and kept well culti- 
vated and clean by horse power, the rasp- 
berries have on one side all the advantages 
of high culture, while all the crop may be 
gathered from the smooth grass walk

SANITARY. 


Tho vast importance of a good state of tho 
public health is becoming more patent to 
the general mass of the poople as its money 
value bocomos better appreciated and more 
generally known. It is calculated that the 
work of every ayerago mochanic is worth 
$1,000 a year to the community, or taking 
the yoar at fifty weeks, allowing two weeks 
for holidays and enforced idleness, it is 
worth $20 per week, so tha: every week's 
sickness of overy average mechanic entails 
a loss of twenty dollars to the community, 
Nor is the effect of sickness less prejudicial 
to the individual, whether a workingman, 
or of the. non-productive classes, as is evi- 
denced by the legions of doctors of all grades 
and designations—allopathic, homeopathic, 
eclectic and quackic—who have to make 
their living off the diseases of the people, 
to say nothing of the many millions of dol- 
lars annually expended on patent quack 
medicines, in the vain pursuit of that health 
which might be preserved or regained by a 
little -attention to the conditions under 
which we liye, move and have our being. 
When we ocousider that at least three- 


| fourths of the diseases which afBict our pop- 


ulation are owing to removable causes, the 
greater part of which might be neutralized 
and rendered harmless by precautions nei- 
thor very difficult nor very expensive, it be- 
comes evident how very desirable it is that 
correct information on the conditions under 
which alone we may expect to enjoy a heal- 
thy life and a green oli age, should be as 
widely as possible diffused through the mass 
of our population. 

Nor is it the working classes alone who 
need enlightenment on this most important 
subject. The most profound and astound- 
ing ignorance of sanitary science prevails 
throughout all classes, and we have known 
the earnest remonstrances of the better in- 
formed pooh-poohed and even ridiculed by 
some who from their position and education 
ought to have known better. We have also 
seen in more instances than one the removal 
of a dangerous nuisance objected to on the 
score of expense, when the cost was a mere | 
trifle—an infinitesimal per centage of the 
doctor's bill entailed by its retention—to 
say nothing of the attendant suffering and 
possible loss of life. 

A laudable attempt to diffuse this valu- 
able information has been initiated in the 
United States, A society, entitled ‘‘ The 
American Public Health Association,” has | 
been formed, as stated in its prospectus, 
“* to correct evils growing out of the old 
order of things, and to bring home to the 
people the sort of knowledge that is need- 
ed to save life and avert disdase.”

In‘our provinces there is no such tax, and 
the visite of the direct taxgatherer are a 
pleasure to come, if Sir Richard Cartwright 
and the Globe and Mail succeed in thelr 
aim. The amount of taxation for State 
and municipal purposes he showed to be 
from 3 to4 per cent, of the value of real 
and peraonal property.

This comparison with the state of affairs 
in the United States is to the same effect 
as the statistics wo lately gave as to the in- 
debtedness and taxation in tho Australasi- 
ancolonies. It is disgraceful that to gain 
their political ends certain disloyal Cana- 
dians should be continually publishing to 
the world falso statements of exceptional 
and unbearable burdens imposed upon the 
people of this Dominion, It is an iysult 


to Canadians to misrespresont them as be- | 


ing crushed under a weight far less heavy 
than is cheerfully borne by those of their 
race elaewhere. Itis a wicked thing for 
these pessimists to injure their country by 
endeavoring by falsehood to frighten people 
from coming tovit, and it is worse, if pos- 
sible, for them to atill endeavor to atir up 
discontent in the minds oi the people of 
Canada by such unjustifiable complaints, 
And, after all, these incesant jeremiads 
enly mean that these Grit pessimists are 
vexed because they cannot meet their share 
of the public expenses by plunging their 
hands into the public treasury, and would 
avenge themselves on tho people of Canada 
for not permitting them to do so.

We may study or reject other sciences at 
our option. It isso with astronomy, it is so 
with chemistry, it isso with jurisprudence, 
it isso with physiology, itis so with geology;

lilies.” Moasure them from root to tip of 
petal. Inbalo their breath. Notice the 
gracefulness of their poise.

There ore not so maty steam- 
érs ond rail traifs coming to any living city 
as there are convoys coming from heaven to 
earth; and if there bo instantaneous and con- 
stant communication between this world and 
the better world, do you not suppose your 
departed friends know what you do with 
thoir bodies? Why hos God planted ‘golden 
rod” and wild flowers in the forest and on 
the prairie where no human eye aver sees 
them?! He planted them there for invisible 
intelligences to look at and admire, avd 
wheu invisible intelligences come to look at 
the wild flowers of the woods and the table 
lands, will they not- make excisions and see 
the flowers which you have planted in affec- 
tionate remembrance of them? 

When Iam dead I would like to have a

The Bible says, 
in the midst of the gurden there was o sep- 
ulcher. I wish that every fsepulcher might 
be in the midst of a garden. 

IV. If you insist on asking me the question, 
What are flowers good for? I answer, for 
religious symbolism. Have you ever studied 
Scriptural flora! The Bible is an arbetum, 
it is a divine conservatory, it isa herbarium 
of exquisite beauty. If you want to illus- 
trate the brevity of tho brightest: human 
life, will quote from Job; “A man 
cometh forth ns a flower and is cut down.” 
Or you will quote from the psalmist: ‘As 
the flower of the field, so he perisheth; the 
wind passeth over it and itis gone.” Or you 
will quote from Isaiah: ‘All flesh is grass, 
and the goodliness thereof is as the flower 
of the field." Or you will quote from James 
the Apostle: ‘‘As tho flower of the grass, so 
he passeth away.” What grapbic Bible sym 
bolism! 

All the cut flowers of this Easter day will 
soon be dead, whatever care you take of them. 
Though morning and nizht you baptize them 
in the name of the shower, the baptism will 
not be to them a saving ordinance, They 
have been fatally wounded with the knif

Customs Bill, 


Mr. Bowell introduced his Customs bill 
in the House of Commons on Friday.

Commissioner, the Dominion Customs Ap- 
praiser and the Assistant Appraiser. Whero 
differences arise as to the rate of duty pay- 
able upon goods, and where there is no 
previous decision in the matter, this board 
may declare what the rate is, and wher its 
decision is approved of by the Minister it 
is to have the same force az if authorized by 
law. When goods are imported upon such 
unusual conditions that it is impossible to 
decide what the rate of duty is, the Minis: 
ter of Customs is to decide the rate, The 
remaindor of the bill makes the customs 
regulations more stringent,

The Roy. Dr. Edward Judson, of the Be- 
rean Baptist chureh at Bedford and Down-

Ihave worked in lower New York nearly 
seven years, and am building up a strong 
church where plain people are welcome and 
havea feeling of ownership and responsi- 
bility. We are situated in the Ninth ward 
and are working steadily along evangelistic, 
philanthropic and educational lines. We 
need to house our work in a new and larger 
church edifice. To realize this project I re- 
quire at least $200,000. I have in hand about 
$50,000, and Mr, John D. Rockefeller sub- 
scribes $40,000 on condition that we raise the 
whole amount within six months, either in 
money or good subscriptions.”—New York

TRAL EXPERIMENTAL FARM, 


This little pamphlet is one of the fraits 
of the wise and generous policy ot the Do- 
minion Government towards the agricultu- 
ral interest of the country, which is evinced 
not only by the liberal appropriation they 
have made for the establishment of experi- 
mental farms, but also in-their choice of 
the persons whom they have appointed to 
carry out their intentions. Of Mr. Wm. 
Saunders as general Superintendent, we 
need to mention nothing but his name, and 
we can answer for it that the author of the 
report under review, Mr. Jas.

in which the seed may be steeped for ten 
minutes, or it may be poured over the grain 

na tight box or other receptacle, atirring 
it so that every grain may be wotted. 2. A 
brine of common salt, strong enough to float 
a fresh egg, after soaking in which tho seeds 
aro to be dried by dusting with lime until 
they have bexome white, 3, A similar soak- 
ing in a lye of hard wood ashes. Wo might 
suggest another, which would be quite as 
effectual, that is 8 ounces.of crude carbolic 
acid, well mixed into 2% gallons of cold 
water, and used as above directed for the 
bluestone,’ which wiil not only kill the 
sporos of the amut, but will slso’effectually 
repel all animal parasites.

THE LATE#t ANI) GREATEST DOG OF WAR, 


Tho ironclad ‘‘Nile,” which was launch- 
ed at the Pembroke dockyard on the 27th 
of last month, is an immense structure 


She is the heaviest ship of war ever launch- 
ed in Groat Britain. Her weight as she 
was launched was not less than 6700 tons ; 
she is built of ateel, she has not been quite 
two years on the stocks andshe was built 
at the rate of 61.7 tons a week. © The cost 
of construction was about $70 aton. She 
meagures 345 feet in length between the 
perpendiculars and is 73feet in beam. Her 
load draught is 27 feet forward and 28 feet 
aft. Her displacement is 13,000 tons, and 
the engines which propel her have an 
indicated horse power of 12,000 and are 
expected to driveher atthe rate of 16 
knots an hour, She is built to be an un- 
sinkablo ship, her hull below the protective 
deck being divided into. 120 water tight 
compartments, The ‘Nile’ is built to 
resist the most powerful artillery in use, 
and she is to be so armed as to make her 
as formidable a war vessel as science in its 
present state can produce. The difficulty 
with war ships in these days of scientific 
and mechanical progress is that they are apt 
to become soon obsolete. Tho ship which 
is regarded to day as impregnable may threo 
years hence be entirely out of date. 
Whether or not this isto bethe case with 
the “Nile” time alone can tell. —Montreal 
r.

oss of power, and such loss is applied to 
the galling and worrying of the horse, 

2. The use of a truck or alittle wheol 
under the end of the plough beam gained 
14.1 per cent, df the draft‘ns on ayer 
Age ofthe trials made, and.in addition 
gave a more uniform furrow and relieved 
the plowman. This saving can be made 
only when the line of draft is right. 

3. The use of the coulter was, Without 
exception, attended with « decided loss of 
force or incrensed draft by whatever 
form of coulter used, but was less with 
the new style coulter than with the roll- 
ing and old fashfoneid conlter. Theaver- 
age gallu, of draft by dispensing with 
the coulter was 15.6 per cent. The coul- 
ter invariably disturbed the line of 
draft, resulting.in a furrow of different 
dimensions from those formed without it. 

4. The draft of «a plow decreases as 
depth of furrow increases until it reaches 
the plow’s normal capacity, and then in- 
creases as the depth is increased beyond 
this capacity of the plow. This law is 
modified by the fact that as a furrow in- 
creases in size the ratio of cutting face or 
edge of plow to the furrow turned de- 
creases,’ 
~ 5. -The draft of “a plow decreases as 
width of furrowincreases until the nor- 
mal capacity of the plow is reached, after 
which it increases again under the same 
limitations as in previons case of depth, 
yet i¢ does not increase in as rapid a ratio 
as Is seen in case of depth. The absolute 
draft in a 15-inch furrow was less than 
fora 10-inch furrow. 

6. The discord of these results with 
those previously found by others has 
several possible explanations, one of which 
may possibly be tho influence of plow 
improvement, 

. The necessity of intelligently adjust- 
ing the furrow to the normal capacity of 
the plow or using only plows that will be 
normal to the furrow turved was made 
apparent, The’ loss in’ draft from a 
furrow varying fromthe plow's normal 
capacity by two points ohly was for an 
average of all trials of varying widths and 
depths 21 per cent, From the standpoint 
of draft it is poor economy to turn a 
small farrow, Three horses are better 
than two jn plowing.

8. If one adds the saving from the three 


factors disoussed—truck, coulters and 
width and depth—one gets 49.7 per cent. ; 
or a plow with truck on, conlter off, and 
plow a good sized furrow, will give this 
per cent. of gain when put against a plow 
“with coulter ov, truck off and turning a 
shallow, narrow furrow; or rather ithe 
latter will draw 49.7 per cenit. harder than 
the former, if thé professor’s data are cor- 
rect. 

9. A seven by fourteen Inch furrow re- 
quires about three horse power to turn it. 
Those who use two horses, either turn a 
small, costly furrow or°overdraw their 
borses upon sod land of -the)Kind in ques- 
tion—a clay loam. 

10. A furrow turned whose size is not 
normal to the plow is usually, if not al 
Ways, & jerky or uneven, one, poor and 
hard on the workman, The accompany- 
ing cuts, which represent the actual 
draft and its fluctuations at varying 
depths and widths, show this. Attention 
is called to the irregularity of the lines in 
Figs. 1 (proper depth) and 2 ({mproper 
depth) in comparison. The wrong depth 
gives an uneven draft. The same was 
found in cuts taken where a too narrow 
furrow is compared with a furrow of 
proper width. In both cases the more 
irregular nes drew the harder of the two.

Larec nreas are nownda usually 
planted in drills, and corn planters and 
cultivator nave quite generally adopted, 
and it is commonly conceded that the drill 


system induces the greatest yield, other 
conditions being equal Flat culture is 
now the general rule for the corn crop, it 
having long ago been proven that hilling 
is not required for the support of the 
plant, as was formerly upposed, and 
there is also a saving of labor in the fat 
culture system A plan of drill culture, 


favored hy some on Ight and naturally 
dry upland, is what is known as the fur- 
row system of planting. The fleld is 
broken up as usnal and made level. At 
the time of planting one thorough harrow 
ing fs given and the furrows laid off and 
thrown up into five feet beds, the corn 
being planted in the furrows between the 
beds, ‘The object of this plan is to insure 
moisture to the crop, The fertilizers 
are sown in the bottom of the furrows 
and mixed with the soil by running along 
the furrows a sharp single shovel coulter 
or dragging a chain throughthem. Then 
the seed is dropped and covered, 

The after cultivation is done with culti- 
yators, which gradually level down the 
surface of the beds, returning the soll to 
the corn and leaving the general surface 
level when completed, 

The system of ‘checking’ corn, so that 
the cultivation may bein two directions, 


direct and across, is much practiced in 
the northern and western states. At the 
east and In mauy of the middle states 


planting in drills and cultivating shallow 
ad tat with cultivator and hoe prevails 
among the more progressive farmers. 

As to the matter of seed, farmers are 
advised for their general crops to plant 
such varieties as in former years have 
proven successful in thelr own localities 
and in soils similar to their own. Small 
plots may be profitably employed in test- 
ing new aud promising kinds introduced 
by trustworthy seedsmen or other 
farmers. 


An Improved Wax Bean. 

The old German wax bean has long en- 
joyed an enyjable reputation among wax 
beans. It matures early, the flavor is 
superior and its pods are tender, but it is 
not so prolific as some other varieties. 


NEW PROLIFIC GERMAN WAX BEAN. 


And now is introduced for the first time 
to the public the new prolific German wax 
bean, an improved strain of the old fa- 
vorite German wax. This new strain, 
which has been tested in many localities 
with both field and garden culture, ap- 
pears to have given very general satisfac- 
tion. Vick, who has been’ testing it for 
foar years, has it catalogued this season 
under the name of New Pfolific German 
Wax. His stock was started from a sin- 
gle seed of the old German wax, and 
while the general appearance of the plant 
of the new prolific resembles the old and 
retains its good points, Vick claims for 
the newcomer that itis a stronger and 
more robust grower; its pods are straight- 
er, longer, rounder, and that it is more 
than twice as productive—in fact, com- 
bines all the good qualittes of the old 
with the improvements wrought by years 
of careful selection and cultivation. 


Wire Plant Stakos. 


American Garden made an admirable 
Suggestion when it advised wire plant 
stakes as worthy of adoption, In these 
days, when wire is so mach used for 
fences and arbors, there are always short 
lengths left over that can be utilized for 
stakes. The authority referred to tells 
just how to do this: 

Take wire of sufficient strength to afford 
some support (small wire will do for deli- 
cate little plants, but heavy ones require 
stout); straighten 
it and cut into 
lengths from one 
to three and a half 
feet; then, witha 
strong pair of 
pliers or use of an 
anvil swage, bend 
one end into a 
ring, as in Fig. 2

The Grits haying informally through 
the Globe, and formally through a caucus of 
tho party at Ottawa, rejocted Mr. Wiman’s 
project of a customs union between the 
United States and Canada, adopted, as a 
substitute theretor, the idea of free trade 
between the Dominion and her neighbors 
(in all articles except those subject to inland 
revenue duties in either country,) and the 
maintenance by each country of its tariff of 
oustoms on foreign importa. For upwards 
of two weeks they kopt Parliament debating 
this absurd, impracticable and disloyal pro- 
ject—we say disloyal advisodly, because 
Mr. Chamberlain, speaking with all the 
authority that attached to his position as 
Commissioner, repeatedly stated that Cana- 
dian discrimination against Great Britain 
involved the separation of Canada from the 
mother country. And what has been the 
result ? Nothing beyond the wasting of two 
weeks’ time in Parliament, at an exponse 
of many thousands of dollars to the country, 
The end which the agitators have in view 
has not been advanced in the slightest de- 
gree, the fact having been made to appear 
that the United States will have nothing to 
do with such a scheme, and that the Grit 
party, In advancing it, have placed them- 
selves ina position precisely analagous to 
that of an infant crying for the moon, 

Sir Charles Tupper was unfortunately, 
owing to ill health, unable to speak during 
the debate on the unrestricted reciprocity 
resolution, butin the speech which he 
made on the Fisheries Treaty he made the 
following pointed remarks : 

I do not intend to make reference to a past 
debate, which I regret I was not able to partici- 

in, but to take this opportunity of saying, 
‘you may go to Washington as I did, and mix 

as I did with the leading men of all parties, 
You inay go through the House of Represent- 
atives trom the beginning to the end and canvass. 
everymau. Youmay go to the Senate and 
canyass every ember and you will not find a 
single man who will talk as you on the subject 
of frnrestricted Reciprocity !” (Loud Ministerial 
cheers.) I think that all over this country the 
views and sentiments of the people of the 
United States should be known on this subject. 
Talk to them of Commercial Union, and Iaamit 
I did not meet an American statesman who 
would not hold up both hands for Commercial 
Union with Canada. Why, because he knows 
it would give Canada to the United States. 
(Renewed Ministerial cheers.) He knows that 
we should occupy the degrading position of 
having a a are country make the Jaws 
and impose the tariff, and that I think is a 
position which the most craven Canadian would 
avoid. (Applause.) I discussed this question 
day after day with sodres of public men in the 
United States, and I did not meetone with an 
intelligent head on his shoulders who would 
talk Unrestricted Reciprocity for a single 
moment. (Lond cheers ) Why sir, they treated 
that question with acorn. They said: ‘‘Do you 
suppose we intend to adopt frea trade with 
Canada and thereby adopt it with Great 
Britain to destroy the vast industries of this 
country ?” (Hear, hear.) 

The position which Sir Charles recently 
occupied as one of the Fishery Commis- 
sioners gives to his statement a weight and 
an authority which cannot be gainsaid, 

The adoption by the Grits was of course 
resolved upon to furnish them with a cry 
for the next election, as they have had no 
policy for several years past. If, however, 
they imagine that the electors of Canada 
are to be fooled into supporting a project 
which is impossible of realization, they will 


find themselves sadly mistaken.

Cream is the fatty portion of the milk 
which rises to the top when the milk stands 
at rest. The difference in the specific 
gravity of cream and milk necessarily 
causes this separation ; indeed to some ex, 
tent this separation is partially made in the 
reservoirs of the udder, foritis a well-es- 
tablished fact that the first drawn milk is 
less rich in cream, or fat, than that drawn 
at the end of the milking, The cream rises 
more rapidly under certain circumstances, 
as when the milk is aet in deep pails,in cold 
water, at a tomperature of 45 degrees, when 
all the cream is raised through eighteen or 
twenty inches of milk twelve hours ; 
while at 60 degrees it will require 30 hours 
to rise completely throu gh three inches of 
milk set in shallow pans. Also when the 
milk is diluted with water, the cream rises 
more quickly, because the milk becomes 
less adherent. The low temperature of 45 
degrees reduce the milk to almost its 
maximum density, which is at 39 degrees ; 
henew the creamis comparatively lighter 
than ata higher temporature. This fact is 
taken advantage of in the use of the deep 
pails and low temperature for aetting milk

Harbor Improvements, 

Ald. LaRoche and City Svlicitor 
Henderson have been highly successful in 
arranging for harbor improvements with 
the Ottawa Government. The Minister of 
Public Works has sgreed to grant an ap- 
propriation sufficient to dredge the harbor 
and build a roadway from Dundas street to 
the north endof the Island, if the city 
will, by appropriating the harbor dues, 
rebuild the crib work around the Island. 
This isa great improvement so far as the

INTO THE CONFEDERATION TO BE SETTLED 
BY THE PEOPLE OF THE ISLAND. 


Sr, Jonn, Nfld., April 18.—The report 
that the Assembly voted against a dele- 
gation to Ottawa is absolutely false. The 
following resolution was adopted by 20 to 7: 

Whereas the Government have decided 
to respond to the invitations by the Goy- 
ernment of Canada to send a delegation to 
Ottawa to discuss terms of union between 
the colony and the Dominion, 

‘Resolved, thatthe time of sending the 
delegates to be left to the decision of the 
Governor-in-Coungil, 

The Premier declared that the terms 
should be published in due time and 
the question settled by the people. The 
Cabinet positively agreed upon sending 
a delegation not later than June. Tho 
Cabinet is equally divided in numbers on 
the question and the Premier is open to 
conviction by the terms. Telegrams to 
the opposite effect were sent by the 
Government agent here. Good terms, the 
diffusion of information and a vigorous 
campaign are sure to carry the union.

The recent sensation in Francein regard 
to Gen. Boulanger brings out the story of 
Congressman Jobn J, O'Neill's travel expe- 
riences of tho past suinmeér, O'Neill did 
Paris with a» guide, and during the tour, 
which consumed about two days, he passed 
many comments upon the rude and ignorant 
ways of the infant republic. These com- 
ments he gave to the guide in the form of ora- 
tions, and he managed here and there to in- 
terlard some of the long labor speeches of 
which he had already delivered himself in 
the Forty-ninth congress. He was full of 
the independence of the American congress- 
man abroad, and he siieered at the toadyism 
which the lower clusses of the French 
people scemed to exhibit toward the upper 
classes. ‘‘Hore,” said he, as they drove past 
ashop in which loaves of fresh made bread 
shone out through the window, “here is an 
instance. lI've seen that name painted on 
fully 100 shops this morning. You people 
never let a man grow prominent without 
worshiping bim, and asfor that man Bou- 
langer, whose name is painted up over these 
shops, ho may be a great man, but in America 
we would not worship him like a God.” The 
guide burst intéaroar of French laughter, 
‘Bou- 
langer” was the French word for ‘baker,” 
and that theshops he supposed to be eulo- 
gizing tho French general wero merely bake 
shops for the sale of bread, biscuits and rolls.

International Anthropological Congress. 

Intelligent Americans will be interested in 
the forthcoming meeting of the international 
anthropological congtéss, which will begin 
its seventh session in Berlin on Oct. 2 next. 
A serles of four sittings will be devoted to 
‘America: Prehistoric and Present; and the 
subject will be discussed in its largest anthro 
pological significance. The congress invites 
the co-operation of all who are interested ip 
the civilization of the new world, its [nhabi- 
tants before and at the timo of its discovery 
by Columbus, their origin or aftinitios, social 
development, racial differences, the introduc 
tion of domostic animals, cultivation of food 
plants, and generally the conditions which 
underlie the progress and expansion of the 
western hemisphere. 

The first congress of the kind was held at 
Nancy in 1875, the second at Luxembourg in 
1877, the third at Brussels in 1879, the fourth 
at Madrid in 1851, tho fifth at Copenhagen in 
1883, and the sixth and last at Turin in 1558, 
The considerations that decided the choice of 
Berlin for the next meeting were chiefly her 
great wealth in archmological collections 
illustrative of prehistoric America, and the 
prominence of her investigators in every 
aspect of the physical and moral development 
of the now world,—Chicago News,

Orrawa, April 18.—The return brought 
down to-day shows the amount voted for 
subsidies to railways since 1880. Of the 
vote of twenty five millions to the Oanadian 
Pacific in 1881, ten millions went to 
Ontario, two millions one hundred thousand 
to Manitoba, seven millions seven hundred 
thousand to the North-West,and in British

OUR * GREAT LONE LAND.” 


Twenty-five years ago the Canadian 
North-West was virtually a terra incognita, 
At that time it formed a portion of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's territory, whithor 
they drew the great bulk of the furs with 
which they supplied the world at a highly 
profitable advance on their coat, Its own- 
ers desired to keep it as a preserve for fur- 
bearing animals, as they had done for two 
hundred years previous, and well did they 
prevent any but the most indefinite state- 
menta of its agrioultural capabilitics from 
reaching the public. How, at last, the 
carefully guarded secret was betrayed; how 
the false representations which had induo™ 
ed the world to regard the Company's north- 
western domain aaa sterile region so cold 
aa to bealmost uninhabitable by white men; 
how the Canadian Government acquired it 
and took possession after the first Riel re- 
bellion had béen subdued; how theindefatig- 
able explorers employed by our Government 
showed it to be one of the grandest and 
richest agrioultural countries on the face of 
the globo ; how the tide of population has 
flowed into this new land of promise—of 
performance as well ; how our great trans- 
‘continental highway has been carried with 
magical speed to. and across ita fertile 
plains;jthence through the frowning Rookies 
and across British Columbia's ‘‘sea of moun- 
tains” to the shores of the Pacific ocean ; 
all these things are known to our readers; 
But great ac was our wonder at what seem: 
ed the fairy tales told in the report of the! 
svthusiastic, but withal accurate, Macoun 
and theother capable experts who were 
- geut to’ spy out the land, their statements 
have proved to be short of the truth as to 
the territory which they traversed ; and 
we seemingly stand ou the threshold of 
knowledge as to the unknown lands which 
stretch far to the north, concern- 
ing which most gratifying informa- 
tion that will be a surpriso to 
many, has been laid before a committee of 
Parliament which was appvinted to hear 
testimony as to the extensive basin of the 
Mackenzie river. The Mackenzie is the 
great river which drains the western por- 
tion of the North-West Territories into the 
Arctic ocean In about latitude 69° N., long. 
135° W. lt takes its rise in the Great Slave 
Lake, and flows northward some 1200 miles 
to its debouchure. It {sin reality, under 
various names, however, a portion of a 
stream 2,500 miles long, its width being 
irregular and its depth generally so consid- 
erable that it is navigated by the Hudson 
Bay Company's boats, with but two inter- 
ruptions, from the Arctic ocean to Jasper 
House, a distance of about 2,000 miles, It 
{s as to the country bordering this mighty 
river that the committee in question are 
seeking information ; and much that is new 
and of the doepest interest regarding its cli- 
matic conditions has been olicited. Atare- 
cent sitting of the committee the following 
statement, as per the World’s report, was 
made : 


James Anderson, Reeve of Georgiana in York 
County, read extracts from a diary kept by his 
father in 1885, while in esearch of the remains of 
Sir Jobn Franklin and his ill-fated expedition. 
On the way from Fort Simpson to Great Slave 

. Lake he saw strawberries in flower on June 7, 
and o few days later, on the south side of Great 
Slave Lake, be found grass 18 inches long, in 
latitude 61°, In the same district poplars were 
in leaf at this date. Great Fish River, latitude 
65°, was an immense feeding and breeding ground 
for geese of various species, and the summer 
home of the musk ox and cariboo, This river 

been visited but twice, once by Anderson 

- and once by Henry Back. The Mackenzie river 
opens at Fort Norman and at Fort Good Hope, 

- latitude 65°, of Moy 9, and is open for5 months, 

He mentioned s new river that was discover: 
od by his father, lying between Great Bear and 
the Arctio Ses, travereing from ite source at 
latitude 67° north to the outlet of the Arctic 
Sea, called the Inconnu or Unknown River. 

This river, strange to rae opens in spring 
before the Mackenzie and bad near ite source 
sulphur and patroleum springs in great abun. 

. Ite width wasequal to the Mackenzie 
at Fort Simpson, The barren grounds are about 
140,000 square miles less in oxtent thao has 
been heretofore’supposed,and consequently tbat 
ares nay be addedtotbe pastoral area of the 
Mackenzis, 

Those statements wore amply confirmed 
by Prof. Macoun, who stated his bolief 
that, as sailing craft had come to the 
mouth of the Mackenzle through Behring's 
Btraits and along the north coastof Alaska, 
seagoing steamers could easily reach 
the mouth of the Mackenzie, whence 

. they would have river navigation of a 
thousand to twelve hundred milox direct 
south and lake navigation In tho Great 
Slave and the Groat Boar Lakes of about 
600 miles more. ; -

possibilities of tho Mackenzie basin, Prof.

The probability is, then, that in our 
Northwestern territories we have, reaching 
far beyond the confines of civilization—far 
beyond the boundaries of the region which 
it was thought limited the temperate 
zones—a country rich not only in the wealth 
of the mine and the fisheries, but full of 
promise ns a field for the agriculturist and 
certain to bevome a large contributor to the 
wealth and the power of the Dominion.

In 1887 he 
was elected professor of poetry at Oxford, 
His carly writings were poetical, showing 
delicacy of finish and a rare classical foel- 
ing. Some of his wany prose works have 
aroused keen criticism aud bitter contro- 
yersy. His writings ou education are 
subtle and trenchant, and animated by a 
intense disdain of insolont stupidity and 
vulgar pretence. What Matthow Aruold 
is best known foristhe bold manner in 
which he has applied literary critiem to the 
dostrines of religion, marked as it was by a 
singular freedom and inolsivencss. Ho 
dotined religion as morality touched with 
emotion. He visited America in 1884 and 
lectured in the United States and Canada,

‘The trollis shown 
in the cut is of simple construction, and 
ja advised by Farin, Field and Stockman 
for grapo vines, along with other sorts. 


TRELLIG AXD ARBOR 


Tho journal quoted from saya that 
ape vines planted at intervals of twelve 
eot, alternating on cach side so that 
plants inay not come opposite, will com- 
pletely cover the trellis and arbor over- 
head and at the same time bear full loads 
of fruit if annually shortened in to pre- 
vent too great elongation of the main 
vines. The leading shoots should be cut 
back annually to about six feet, and the 
spurs to two buds each. If grapes are not 
desired any good climber may be substi- 
tuted, aud in this case, after the tre)lis is 


fully covered, all that will be necessary | 


will be to keep down too rampant growth. 

The posts rest on stones sunk a little 
intothe ground. The posts may be of 
any desired sizo of timber, Cap pieces 
connect them along each side, and cross 
pieces join the opposite posis.

The Production of Apples. 
No farmer who has the land to spare 
should bo deterred froin setting out an 
apple orchard of good fruit by the fear of 


} no market, or, in other words, overpro- 
| duction, 


The population {fs constantly In- 
creasing, and the apple is the king of 
American fruits, soucht for everywhere, 


| and only in exceptional cases and limited 
| districts is there in any year such an ex- 


cess over the demand as to render an 
orchard of good fruit unprofitable. As 
many as 50,000 barrels of American apples 
have been sold in Londoninasinglo week, 
and the demand for them js steadily in- 
creasing. And England ig only one of the 
many countries to which they are seut. 
The manufacturers of pure vinegar in 
this country also make a market for an 
immense amount of the more common 
varieties. The fesy of apple growing be- 
ing overdone has been entertained by 
s0mé6. people, fron time to time, for as 
many as forty years back; nevertheless a 
good orchard has continued to bes good 
thing to bave, and it is quite safe to pre- 
dict that it will be tle same hereafter for 
first class apples of good keeping qualities. 
The amount exported to other countries 
has grown to such an extent that it is 
stated that the value of it is almost equal 
to one-seyenth of the estimated merchan- 
dise yalue of the whole amount produced. 


Protection Against Birds. 


Every season innumerable contrivances 
are invented aud employed to frighten 
birds away from cherry laden trees and 
other fruits. The one represented in the 
cut was originally suggested in Popular 
Gardening, andy it is claimed, has been 
found effectual. 


MONSTER OF THE AIR. 


As will be seen on examining the cut, 
this is an improvement over the potato 
stuck with feathers, to which the birds 
soon become accustomed, finding it not 
possessed of life. Jor the body of the 
mionster take a long mange) wurtzel, a 
large parsnip, or &@ Mammoth beet, Into 
this thrust feathers along what is to be 
the back and sides, with two set in the 
head for horns. For the tail, the feathors 
are mounted on light twigs, the object of 
this being to keep the suspended monster 
lively by turning with the wind. The 
eyes are important parts for giving a life 
like appearance. These consist of two 
bits of broken porcelain, thrust into the 
root from the top downward, and with 
ese holes gouged out of the sides to these. 

Two small spin wheels are projected 
forward of the eyes, to add horror to the 
look. They are mide of circular pieces 
of tin, about four inches across. These 
are cut from the edge to near the center 
into about ten or more radiations, and the 
parts given a slight twist, windmill like. 
A wire nail through the center attaches 
each wheel to the end of a stick, und on 
this it should revolye in every slight 
breeze. 

For suspending it, a cord which en- 
circles the body is carried up to one eud of 
a half boop shaped fron rod, the other end 
of which is bolted tou pole that is ralsed 
tlightly above one of the trees to be pro- 
tected. Then the monster bobs about and 
turns with the wind, the spin whoels fly 
and clatter, and altogether there is a 
dreadful look to strike terror to evil doing 
birds, even those disposed to boldness. 

Apple Root Louse. 

In the last annnal report of the New 
Jorsey State Horticultnral soclety, along 
with much other matter of. practical {um- 
portance, is a communication on the apple 
root louse from Mrs. Mary Treat, Vine 
land, N. J Vhis commuoication is of 
very general interest, for the root lice are

No tree cai bear kuots and excres- 
cences on its roots such as these lice make 
and bear good apples at the same timo, 
for the main part of the sap and nourish- 
ment of the tree goes to support the galls 
which these creatures produce 


Successive Planting of Pens. 

Peas should be planted as early as the 
ground will admit, in @ rich, deep soil, 
for a vigorous growth and large produc- 
tion. Several successive plantings sheuld 
be made at short intervals to secure ene- 
cessive pickings throughthe season. Tho 
same result can be obtained to some de- 
gree by planting at tho same time varietiea 
that have earlley and later periods for rip- 
ening. From the many excellent kinds 
offered by seedsmncn choose the ones most 
to your liking, and follow the directions 
as to planting nud cultivation that are giv- 
enon the packets, The wrinkled peas 
are more delicnte in fluvor and remain 
longer in season than the smooth sorts, 
and there are many to select from that do 
not require support from brush 

Petroloum as a Wood Proservative, 

Aso, preservative of wood, hardly any~- 
thing better than petrolenm is known, as 
marily persons have realized, and more are 
finding out every day, and its cheapness 
makes it available for purposes for which 
no substitute of the 6ame cost.can be 
found. It can be applied to advantage on 
unpainted posts, gates, shingles, ete, 
greatly increasing their durability, but 
should not be used with colors as paint, 
for it does not dry and harden we)l, but 
wood, where if has been applied, can 
afterward be painted more casily than if 
it had not been used. 


The Capacity of a Barn for Hay. 

The exact weight of a body of hay can- 
not be ascertained by measurement, vary- 
ing as it will according to the kind of hay 
and the length of time ft has been packed 
away. Tho rule is to measure the spaces 
to be filled with hay and mnuitiply the 
length by the width and that by the depth, 
allin feet, then divide by 500, which fs 
the number of cubio féet commonly taken 
to represent a ton of average hay. Somo- 
times, owiug to quality and condition, 400 
cubic feet will weigh a tou, when in other 
cases 600 may be required. 


Pure Water for Fowls. 

It is of great importance in keeping 
fowls in a healthy condition that they 
should have access to no water that is not 
pure. Leakings. from the manure heap, 
water from the kitchen sink or slop holes 
{n the yard are all unwholesome, as is 
stagnant water of any kind. Drinkin 
vessels should be easily accessible at a 
times and supplied with water that. ts 
pure and fresh. ‘Tin, galvanized iron or 
earthen drinking vessels may be used, 
and should be thoroughly cleansed and 
rinsed out whenever refilled. 


Bagging Tomatoes, 

All have heard of bagging grapes asa 
preventive of mildew and rot. Progres- 
sive men who have tried the bags on to- 
matoes say that the tomatoes thus covered 
were 60 delicate in color, 0 very smooth 
and perfect that members of the house- 
hold did -not, upon first seeing them, 
know what they were. Now we hear of 
perfect specimens of pears and plums 
raised in this way. It would not pay ina 
moncoy sense to do such work, but it 
might well serve to delight and instruct 
the little folk.

STRIKE OUT THAT CLAUSE. 


Let common sense and business principles 
rule the conduct of the committees of the 
Qouncil who have the Bridge by law in 
charge. The by-law isa very good one, 
excepting the provision as to the taking of 
stock in the company by Ameliasburg to @ 
certain specified amount. This rostriction 
is unnecessarry and will assuredly kill the 
enterprise for reasons previously stated.

not quite sure to whom I am speaking ;— 
put this personage into a dark frock coat, 
black silk hat, with black necktie, and you 
haye the general appoarance of the leader 
of the Ontario Government as seen on the 
atreet. In ‘the House,” as he sits at his 
dosk, the first to the right of the Speakor, 
he is either listening attentively to some 
momber addressing the House, speaking 
himeelf, or busily writing or examining pa- 
pors at his desk. Ho is always occupied ; 
he never seems to have leisure, and is said 
to be.a most busy man in his office, His 
personal appearance is not impressive either 
jo stature or mannor, nor is hea fluent 
speaker. Le hesitates often for a word to 
express his idoas that almost amounts to a 
stammer. But while this is literally truo, 
he has by long and careful attention to the 
dischargoof his dutics,patient investigation, 
and private character above reproach, won 
in advance the respect of any audience he 
may see fit to address, whether it be on the 
floor of the House or public platforms out+ 
side. Itiouften questiouod whether heis, in 
the sense i which public men are spoken of, 
an able man, Oi that, howevor, there can 
be no doubt. Mean are not selected to fily 
the various important positions occupied by 
Mr. Mowat by accident. His ability haa 
had much to do with it ; his personal popu- 
larity has assisted, aud his reputation as a 
nioral and religious man has added weight. 
The term ‘* Christian politician ” dias been 
frequently applied to him by his friends, 
because they believe him worthy of “it ; 
sometimes by his opponenta because they 
do not. Thoss who know him best give 
him credit for being what he profeseex, o 
Ohristian gentleman... .No doubt this has 
had much to-do with maintaining his party 
in powtr during ‘the last two elootions, for 
after all, when there'are no groat questions 
of policy dividing parties and the question 
before the electors is one of honest adminis- 
trative ability, moral worth will have much 
greater weight than when great principles 
of state policy agitate the community. But 
with many good qualities the Attorney- 
General ia not without his weaknesses. He 
is an ambitious man, fond of both power 
and praise, And these traits of character 
often lead him into doing very weak things. 
His ambitions have led him into conflicts 
with the Dominion Government that often 
compels spectators to think of Don Quixote 
and his wind mills, and his love of powers 
seon in the continued contralization of all 
classes of political influences inthe Execu- 
tive at Toronto. Perhaps none who come 
personally in contact with the Ontario 
Premier utilize his love of praise more than 
the members of his Cabinet. Whatever 
may be tho differencea that creep in among 
themselves, and it isan open secret that 
these aro not few or far between, they all 
unite in extolling the virtues and ability of 
their leader. And ho believes in them not 
ds them, but because they 
read him, In ‘* tha House” and out of it 
with them it is ** there is only ons leader of 
men and ono ‘constitutional lawyer,’ and 
that is Oliver Mowat.” It is ssid that you 
cannot judge men as well by what they 
write as by what is written fo them. Aoct- 
ing on this mode of reading character and 
applying it tu the Promier of Ontario;there 
can be only one conclusion, that he has any 
amount of vanity and his friends, knowing 
it, supply the necessary fuel on evory pos- 
sible occasion to keep it alive. “He is not 
looked upon as what might be called an old 
man, and yet he is only the junior of Sir 
Jchn by sowe four years. In July he will 
number his 68th year, but he has 
shown no desiro to give up public 
life and it- is doubtful -if -his political 
friends would like to hear of it. He has 
no successor in his cabinet, now that Pardee 
is likely to be laid aside on” account of ill 
health. He isa kindly natured man and 
easily impressed with the sorrows of othors, 
and on non-political questions can general- 
ly bo found on the side of humanity. No 
matter what he may call himsolf in poli- 
tics he is in sentiments and acts a Tory of 
the old school. Whilo reforming tho laws 
and procedure of the courts he has manag- 
ed to keep up all the old fashioned ideas, 
and has failed to inake law to any percept- 
ible degree cheaper to the litigant, and 
while professing to believe in the people 
has by taking power away from them shown 
it is only profession. No man more 
thoroughly belioves in himself, but his 
kindly nature causes him often to ylold 
points to his frionds. A combination of 
these qualities acted upon by designing 
epee has, however, often mado him 
o.6ome very questionable and absurd 
things. If he ever comes to see them in 
that light his =A Pe vanity will always come 
to his relief on the theory that his worst 
acts are botter than his political opponent’ 
best ones, and as long as he is surrounded 
with his political assoolates in the execu- 
tive they will do what they can to 
strengthen this bolief. Summed up, the 
present Promier of Ontario will bo long 
remembered after ho loaves office as an 
able man and ono of high moral charactor, 
whose principal aim was, according to hin 
lights, to sorve his provinoo, but his woak- 
ness will become more and moro apparent 
as many of tho acts ho has been instramon- 
tal in passing and for which ho and hie 
friends tako so much crodit now aro ro-

Now, in connection with thia bridge

The wrecking question was brought up 
on the reconsideration of Mr. Kirkpatrick's 
bill for reciprocity withthe United States 
in that particular. Sir Charles Tupper 
spoke against the bill. Sir Charles point- 
ed tothe bill now before Oongress for 
reciprocity in coasting, and deolared that 
to give reciprocity in wrecking would 
imperil ourchanoes to secure the lorzer 
measures of Maritime reciprocity. 

The vote resulted in the defeat of the bill 
by 23 votes.

Miss Young identified tho locket, the hair, 
the portions of dress, and was the last wit- 
ness but one called by the ooroner. Her 
mother was too ill to appear, 

Dr. Leonard Williams gave his medical 
testimony as to the manner of death. He 
had examined the skull and f ucd a circular 
aperaturo in the lefttemple. Ou measuring 
it, it proved to be five sixteonthes ot an inch 
in diameter. 1t was his opinion the ciroular 
aperature in the skull was made by a pistol 
ball of very small size. He had no doubt 
the person to whom that skull belonged had 
boen shot by a pistol bullet, A shot fired 
into'the akull at that place would cause in- 
stant death—the person would die from the 
shock or hemorrhage, The meningeal ar- 
tery had been entirely severed, so that if the 
woman had not been instantly killed by the 
shook sho would very speedily have died of 
homorrhage.

Look at the sacred and heaven descended 
science of healing, aud then see Dr, Macken- 
gio, tho English surgeon, who prolonged the 
life of the crown prince of Germany until be 
became omperor, and, I hope, may yet cure 
him, so that Le may for many years govern 
that maguificent German nation, than which 
there is no grander. Yetso great are tho 
medical jealousies that Dr. Mackenzio dare 
not walk the streets of Berlin. Hoe is under 
military guard. The medical students of | 
Germany can hardly keep their hands off of 
bim. The old dootors of Germauy are writh- 
ing with indignation, Tho fact is that in 
saving Frederick's life Dr. Mackenzio saved 
the peace of Europe, There was not on in- 
telligent man on either side the ocean that 
did not fear for the resuit if the throne passed 
from wise and good old Emperor William to 
his inexperieuced grandson. But when, un- 
der the medical treatment of Dr, Mackenzie, 
the Crown Prince Frédérick took the throne, 
6 wave of satisfaction and confidence rolled 
over Christendom. What sball the world do 
with the doctor who saved his lifof ‘'Ob,” 
erled out the medical jealousies of Europe, 
“destroy him, of course, destroy him.” 
What a brutal ecene of jealousy we bad in 
this country when President Garfield lay dy- 
ing. There were faithful pbysiclans that 
sacrificed their other practices and sacrificed 
their health for all time in fdelity to that 
deathbed, Drs, Bliss and Hamilton and Ag- 
new went through auxieties and toils and 
fatigues such as none but God could appre- 


ciate, Nothing pleased many of the medical 
profession. The doctors in charge did noth- 
ing right. We who did not see the case knew 


better than those who agonized over it in the 
sick room formany weeks, I, who never had 
anything worse than a run-round on my 
thumb, which seemed to me at the time was 
worthy all the attention of the entire medical 
fraternity, had my own ideas as to how the 
president ought to be treated. And in pro- 
portion as physicians and laymen were ignor- 
ant of the case they were sure the treatment 
practiced was a mistake. And when in post 
mortem the bullet dropped out of a different 
part of the body from thet in which it was 
supposed to have been lodged, about 200,000 
people shouted: “I told you so,” ‘There, I 
knew it all the time.” There ore some doo- 
tors in all cities who would rather have the 
pationt die under ihe treatment of their own 
schools than hayo them get well under some 
other pathy 

Yea; look at the clerical profession. Iam 
sorry to say thatin matters of jealousy it is 
no better than other professions. There are 
now ju all denominations a great many young 
clergymen who havea faculty for superior 
usefulness, But thoy are kept down and kept 
back and crippled by older ministers who 
look askanes at these rising evangeliste, 
They are snubbed, They aro jostled. Thoy 
are patronizingly advised. It is suggested 
to them that they bad better know their 
place, If here and there one with more nerve 
and brain and consecration and divine. force 
go past the senfors who want to keep the chief 
places, the young are advised in the words of 
Scripture: ‘'Tarry at Jericho till their beards 
grown.”

plies to settlers could they have been in- 
duced to migrate there.

WITH THE ©, FP. K. 


Orrawa, April 20.—At a late hour ‘o- 
night Sir Charles Tupper gave notico that 
ho would, on Tuesday, move the House in 
to committee on the following resolution, 
rociting in full the agreemont with the 
Canadian Pavillco Railway, and ita abroga- 
tion of the monopoly clause 

Itesolved, That in view of the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway Company having ogreed 
with the Government of Canada to rolin- 
quish, for the consideration and upon the 


conditions herein set forth, the exclusive 


privilege possessed by it in virtuo of Article 
XV of the agreement between Hor Majesty 
and the company, contained in the schedule 
to the Act 44 Victoria, chap, 1, it is ox- 
pedient to provide ; 

(a) Tho of 
guarantees the payment of interest 
maturity on bonds of the company to an 
amount not exceeding $15,000 000 The 
principal of such bonds to be payable not 
later than fifty years from their date, and 
the principal and interest to be secured as

(d) On the amount so set apart, not ex- 
ceeding the amount necessary to redeem 
the bonds hereinbefore mentioned, the 
Government shall pay to the company in- 
terest at the rate of 34 per cent,, such in- ; 
terest to be applied io satisfaction of inter- | 
est of the bonds as the same accrues, but 
if the company makes default in the pay- | 
ment of any interest falling due on any of 
the bonds aferesaid the company shall, if 
required by the Government, pay over all 
interest collected under uncompleted sales 
upon the price of lands sold, as well as the 
privcipal realized from sales thereof, and 
the Government shall allow on the amount 
of such payments interest at the rate horo- 
inbefore mentioned and shall apply the 
same and all interest accrued on the prin- 
cipal fund teward the payment of the in- 
terest on the said bonds, 

(e) So soon as the aggregate amount of 
the said funds in the hands of the Govern- 
ment equals the principal of all the bonds 
of the said issue then outstanding, the com- 
pany may pay in a further sum to cover 
any interest up to date and thereupon the 
mortgage shall be discharged, aud thereafter 
all interest on such bonds shall be paid by 
the Government, as also the principal at 
maturity, but the Government shall be in 
no way liable for the payment of any part 
of the principal except so faras the com:

Boniface and the boundary of the United 
States, any incorporated company to whom 
such sale or lease is made may operate such 
branch as if it had been incorporated for the 
purpose, but the moneys resulting from such 
sale or lease shall be applied either towards 
the payment of the bonds secured by the 
railway or towards increasing the security 
for such bonds, by expenditure on the rail- 
way, or partly in one way and partly in the 
other.

Mr. White died in harness at the com- 
paratively early age of 58 years. His un- 
timely death is a great loss to the Conserv- 
atiye party, ashe was one of the most 
able and instructive of our public men, As 
a journalist he achieved distinction as an 
elegant, forcible aud convincing writer, 
and in the political arnea the same quali- 
ties distinguished him, His voice and 
manner were pleasant, and possessing a 
wide range of knowledge, his arguments 
were pointed and so clearly and carefully 
stated as to carry conviction to the minds 
of his hearers. In the House and onthe 
stump he was equally effective as an orator, 
and the amount «f work he did on behalf of 
and the value of the service which he ren- 
dered his country and his party were very 
great. Many in this city and county 
will remember the pleasure and satisfac- 
tion with which they listened to his tinish- 
od ora‘ions in Belleville in 1875 and 1886, 
on both of which occasions he accompanied 
Sir John on his yisit to the city. As the 
head of a department in the Government 
Mr. White had proved himself to be in- 
dustrions and highly capable, and in this 
lime the country will miss him greatly. A 
strong party man, Mr, White had many

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


Monpay, April 23, 

There was & most affecting sceno at the 
opening of the House this afternoon. The 
galleries were crowded, and nearly all the 
members were in their places, 

The Ministers of the Crown wero all in 
black. Sir John rose to his feet, and catch- 
ing the Speaker's eye was about to move 
the adjournment, when his feelings over- 
came him and he had to put his hand to his 
mouth in an endeavor to suppress his sobs. 
For half a minute he stood there, the tears 
rolling down his cheeks. The venerable 
Premier's agony of spirit had such an ef- 
fect on the spectatora that many ladies in 
the gallery burst out crying. 

After vainly struggling to regain hia com- 
posure, he tapped Sir Hector Langevin on 
the shoulder, and sitting down gave full 
vent to his feelings. 

A more eloquent tribute of estesm toa 
deceased colleague, it would be impossible 
toimagine. It was simply pitiful. 

Sir Heotor Langevin said the death of Mr. 
White wasa terrible blow, and they all de- 
plored his loss, Mr, White fora good many 
years had been connected with the Govorn- 
ment, and had rendered a good service 
Atter participating with vigor in political 
warfare he was always ready to shake hands 
with hisopponent, When the choice of Mr 
White wasmade as a member of the Govern- 
ment it was universally conceded that it 
was an excollent one. Mr, White lost bis 
life in tho service of the country. The 
country would mourn his logs, and agree 
that an able man had been lost. He had 
passed away, he hoped, leaving not a single 
enemy behind.

Sir Charles Tupper gives notioo of three 
resolutions which ho will move in Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means. 

The meaning of this serioa of resolutions 
is, tirat, that the Governor-Gonoral is to be 
given the powor to remove the following 
export dutios whonever the Council thinks 
proper: Shingle bolts,81.60 a cord; spruce 
logs, $1 a thousand ; and pine logs, $24 


thousand, Tho proposal with regard to the 
removal of import dutics changes the hat of 
articles which the Governmont may, provid- 
od the United States Congress does the same 
thing, make free, The following articles, 
which can be added to tho free list under 
the existing law in tho contingoncy men- 
tioned aro removed from that category :— 
Coal, coke, hops, indian corn, Indian meal 
flour of wheat and bran. No matter what the 
action of the United States Congress may be, 
theso articles are to remain subject to duty, 
The Govornor-in-Council, at all events, 
cannot make them free, The following ar- 
ticles, which cannot now bo added to the | 
freo list as o result of any action by tho 
United Statos, may be added as a result of 
that action under tho new resolution :— 
Fish of all kinds, fish oil, malt, products of 
fish aud of all other creatures living in the 
wators, fresh meats, poultry, stono or mar- 
ble in its crude or unwrought state, lime, 
gypsum, ground or unground, hewn or 
wrought or uowrought, burr or grindstones, 
timber of all kinds, manufactured in whole 
or in part, shingles, clapboards, and wood 
pulp. The last resolution, with respect to 
section 10 of the Customs Aot, repeals the 
provision declaring that tea and coffee com- 
ing into Oanada from the United States 
shall bear the same rate of duty as tea and 
coffee going into the United States from 
Canada.

M. Bapst, a Paris jeweler, in a recent lect-

——, singer iti Notre Dame, 1280,” 

Count Zang, “bo died in Vionna recently, 
made a fortune of £8,000,000 by the sale of 
Vienna bread. In 1812 he opened the first 
shop in Paris for the production of Vienna 
bread, aud the bakery still exists on the Rue 
Tichelieu under the name of the Maison 
Zang. Zang was sometimes spoken of as 
‘the well-bread count.” 

It isa somewhat singular fact that Ad- 
miral Porter, the head of the navy, should 
receive a higher salary than tho commander 
of the armies. He is paid $15,000 a year, 
while Lieut. Gen. Sheridan receives only 
$11,000, although the latter is allowed a com- 
mutation of 6100 a month for quarters and 
forage for four horses. Gen, Sberman, as

He also drinks much iineral 
water, which is said to be very beneficial to 
him, but he drinks little wine, 

Now Explorer De Brazza turns up in Paris 
and confuses the rumur mongers by declaring 
that be is not dead, thatbe bas not been 
fighting the Ogowe natives, and that he bas 
not spent in seven months all the money 
voted bim for twelve, all of which interest- 
ing items have been spread abroad within 
the past year. The governor of the French 
Congo says, moreover, that the trade with 
the Ogowe tribes last year reached the respec- 
table total of $310,000, more than double the 
amount of 1836; that he is at peace with ev- 
erybody, has two steamboats running, and is 
getting a part of the Congo ivory trade 
away from the Congo State.

Gambetta died a tragic death; Boyenval 
committed suicide, and Valcourt, Gambetta's 
pocretary, was sentenced to ten years’ impris- 
eoment for frauds committed in Belgium 
All the generals composing the court which 
tried Bazaino either are dead or haye been 
retired

PREPARING FOR THE FRAY. 


The partizans of the two great political 
parties in ‘the United States have already, 
in advance of the nomination of their can- 
didates, entered upon the skirmishing pre- 
liminary to the engagement of the main 
armies in the great battle for tho Presi- 
dency, the issue of which will be decided 
fn November of this year. 

The chief plank in the platform of the 
Democrats will be reform of the customs 
tariff, with due regard to the claims of 
home industry, the object being to cause a 
very large reduction of the revenue, which 
has for some years exceeded the public re- 
quirements by, on the average, about one 
hundred millions of dollars per annum, 
The:Republicana will propose a much smali- 
er reduction of the customs tariff and a 
heay reduction of the inland revenue 
duties, in order tu meet the difficulty oc- 
casioned by the excess of revenue, which all 
parties admit must be reduced. 

The Democrats haying, under tlie wise 
guidance of President Cleveland, abandon- 
ed the anglophobia which long distin- 
guished that party, and shown a friendly 
spirit towards Great Britain, their oppon- 
ents have set about the work of securing 
the vote which is hostile ‘o our mother- 
land. With this object the Republican 
majority in the Senate have shown their 
determination to reject the fishery treaty, 
and the party leaders have manifested 

_ their desire to secure the anti-British vote 
by pandering to passion and prejudice. 

If the contest be fought on these lines, 
as it probably will be, the sympathy of the 
Oanadians will be with the Democrats,, 
whose success will bea guarantee of the 
continuance of the good-will which oxists 
between the Dominion and her neighbor. 
President Cleveland will no doubt be ten- 
dered a renomination by the Democrats, 
and should he accept his election will be 
almost a matter of certainty.

1tis now learned that the de- 
ceased man had been for a number of yeara 
s footman in the household of the Earl of 
Gosford, who was one of the witnesses to 
the will which played so important a part 
in the trial of the case ot the Tichborno 
claimant.

A Glimpse of Palestiuc, 


A MONTREALER'S IMPRESSIONS OF JALT'A AND 
BETHLEHEM. 


The Star is permitted to ake the follow- 
ing extract from a letter received from a 
well known Montrealer now travelling in 
the Holy Land ; 

Jatfa is a beautiful town looking from the 
sea, but a dirty, dilapidated place when you 
are init, The streets are narrow and bad- 
ly paved with cobblestones, There are no 
sido-walka and the houses are without wia- 
dows on the street ; the highest are two 
stories and masses of masonry. All about 
Jstls is covered with magnificent orange 
groves, thousands of trees bearing at the 
sauie time fruit and flowers. Inthe rear 
of the city stretches the plain of Sharon, as 
far as the eyo can reach, covered with 
green ripening grain aud a vast wealth of 
beautiful flowers. Ramleh, a place cele- 
brated in Bible history, is about three 
hours from Jatfa, 

I slept over night in a Latin Convent and 
ion the morning aturted for Jerusalem, Was 
landed at Jaffa gate and had to walk 
through the narrow streets to the hotel, no 
vehicle being allowed within the walls , 
in fact, the streets ure not wide enough 
for two vehicles to pass each other. The 
pavement is ina dreadful condition and 
filthy in the oxtreme, The houses are 
very low and have no windows and the 
shops or bazaars are smal] rooms six to 
twelve feet front and from twelve to thirty 
feet deep. The Turk or Rabbi pile in the 
middle of the floor and can roach slmost 
everything without moving. There is not 
a newspaper printed in the city. I have 
not seen a book store or a stationer’s shop, 
The people read only the Koran. ‘They 
are the dirtiest lot of peopleand the town 
is full of begyars, makiog it & disgusting 
place. 1 have seen the Holy Sepulchre 
ocovpied by the Greek Armenion, Coftas 
and the Latin churches. Over all these 
are sentries of Turks to keep order, 

Bothlehem isa filthy emall town. The 
sewece runs along the narrow streots aud 
in hot weather, like July, you can imegine 
that it is not very agreesble. They haye 
never any severe cald hore and seldom any 


frost. You can seo the Dead Sen from the 
Mount of Olivos, Thore are no beer 
saloons or restaurants in the town, The 


Mohammedans do not drink wine or spirita 
but they are a miserable degraded lot.

The Ourrant Worn. 

The best known remedy for the currant 
worm, which infests both currant and 
gooseberry bushes, is white lhellebore. 
Now white hellebore is alaltogether dif- 
ferent drug from black Hellebore, so re- 
member and use the former. ‘Phe cheap- 
est and easiest mode of Application is to 
mix the hellebore in water, Place a heap- 
ing tablespoonful of the powder in a dish; 
add gradually a quart of boiling water, 
stirring all the while to mike certain that 
the hellebore is thoroughly saturated. 
Turn this mixture into a pailful of cold 
water, stir well and apply with @ garden 
syringe or ordinary watering pot. The 
object is to wet every leaf; make two ap- 
plications, a few days apart? While white 
Lellebore is poisonous there'ls littlewor no 
| danger from its use, as above directed. 
| The chances are that before the fruit is 
|ripe enough to eat the rains will have 
washed off all traces of the hellebore, and 
should any remain on the clusters the 
fruit will present a soiled “Appearance and 
be rejected in consequence. 
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The Grasses 

The grasses, for convenience, may be 
ranged in two general divisions. The 
first division comprises all the true grasses 
or plants with long, sinyple, narrow leaves 
and a long sheath divided to the base 
which secins to clasp the stem; or, rather, 
through which the stem appears to pass. 

The artifictal grasses are mostly legu- 
minous plants with a few stems which 
are cultivated and uséd like the grasses, 
although they do not properly belong to 
that family. The cloversof all the va- 
rieties,-the alfalfa, eto,, belong to thia 
latter class. 

In general, grasses ought to be cut not 
long after the time of flowering, for al- 
though there {s a great deal of nourishment 
in the rips seed, {tis hardly enough to 
make up for the loss inthe stalks and 


leaves, which are most valuable before tho. 


soluble materials, such as starch, gum and

Fertilizing Corn, 
The injury often done to the germ of 
the seed corn comes from contact with 
manure applied at planting time. De- 


compost will not generally do harm: Cot- 
ton seed meal seems to be very hurtful to 
small seeds, as we have learned at some 
cost in our gardening operations. In ap- 
plying all concentrated manures, it is 
generally best to drop a little on each side 
of the séed corn as planted, not nearer 
than two or three inches. We prefer al- 
ways to apply, at least, somo portion of 
the fertilizer at the tints of depositing the 
seed corn, ahd very close at hand, so that 
| the young plant may be supplied at once 
with nutritious and soluble food, and 
pushed into vigorous growth from the 
very beginning.—Southern Cultivator.

"Fortune in men has some small difference made,

| Thus wroto one of Eogland’s immortal 
bards some two hundred years ago, and it 
is da spplicable to-day as it wasthen. How- 
ever, our lot is cast in a different age. Ar- 
istocracy don’t count for much in a demo- 
cratic country like this. No privileged 
| olassos, be they professiona), merchants, 
skilled or unskilled laborers, all dressed in 
the habilimonts of their respective calling, 
'and feel as much interest fp, and are as 
competent to judge what is best for the 
| city’s interest, as if they wore all Front St. 
merchants or profeasional gentlomen. 

Two very lengthy letters were written 
by two very respectable gontlomen in favor 
of the bridge scheme since I penned my 
last. I gave thoso letters a caroful porusal 
hoping to find some foasible pretext for a 
change of opinion, but failed, unfortunate- 
ly, easoning from false premises, natur- 
ally onough, both arrived at falso conclu- 
asions. All agree that a bridge across the 
bay would be very convenient, though 
perhaps not very profitable, just as all the 
comforts of life would be, if we could af- 
ford thom, even to the family livery deck- 
ed out in all the gaudy trappings of modern 
grandeur, 

Both these gentlemon base their argu- 
ments on the supposition that the city is 
in a position tolose $30,000, with a fair 
prospect of a loss amounting to double 


that in the near future as au experiment, | 


for surely such sharp business men cannot 
be sincere in supposing thac the bridge will 
ever pay 4 single cent to its stockholders. 
The scheme is well planned as it appears to 
us, to allay suspicions already aroused 
agarnet any further bleeding of a struggl- 
ing municipality, not a word is written as 
to the ability of the city to pay, even the 
modest sum of $80,000 referred to in Mr, 
Ponton’s very able communication. 
The same writer will please pardon me 
for correcting him, where he poses the 
merchants as *‘the best and most producing 
colaas of our community.” As 1 understand 
it, and I olaim to speak with authority, 
being one of the oldest merchants in Bolle- 
ville, thirty-five years before the public, 
and despite the fact that there was no 
bridge across the bay, did a fair morchant 
business. Merchants who escape the bavk- 
rupt courts, we admit, are generally re- 
speotable, but they are neither producers 
nor consumers in the general acceptation 
of the term, but simply middlemen living 
out of the profits derived from both. He 
is aleo kind enough tofinform the alarmists, 
ashe is pleased to stylo them, that our 
able business men would not be without 
the bridge wore it to cost $250,000. Glad 
to hear it; but I fear this 1s only tall talk, 
unless the city could be induced to invest. 
Me. Ritchie is a little more moderate in his 
aspirations, though just as muoh astray in 
his caloulations and comparisons, made as 
they are upon mere conjecture, and in de 
fiance of the tact that the city has no money 


to throw away. Some of his conclusions 
are based on a statement mate to him By 


the late Captain Jellett, ‘* that for a perio 

of five years the ferry realized from six to 
seven thousand dollars for the season.” 
Very different is that statement from the 
ond made by the same Captain to Mr. John 
Phippen, that the average was but from 


$4,000 to $4,500, asum altogether too in- , 


significant to pay the running expenses 
of the bridge and leave any hope for profit, 
and to think for a moment, that a bridge will 
add a fifth to the traffio ora tenth to the 
trade of the city, ina fallacy easy of dem- 
onatration, unless Rossmore could be trans- 
posed to a second Brooklyn,and Picton and 
Trenton removed to more distant points. 
You will observe, Mr, Editor, up to the 
present, [ studiously avoided throwing cold 
water on the bridge, only in so far as was 
necessary to protect the city’s interest, as 
I understand it, but the persistent and ob 
trusive manner pursued by the bridge 
schemers in invading the Council chamber, 
as it were, toawe by their presence the 
guardians of the city’s funds, prompts a 
atep further. I nowintend to contribute 
something as proof, that not only the oity, 
but all who invest in the scheme, are pretty 
sure to lose the moneys so invested. Say 
the stook holders pay up 30,000, the city 
$30,000 more, Ameliasburg a like sum, ail 
of which, to my mind, is very problematical 
and unoertain, we haveasum of $90,000. 
Taking Mr. Ritchie's estimate of the cost, 
as given to him by Mr. Keefer, $180,000 
for the bridge proper, add to which, say 
about 810, for other necessary expsnses, 
and wo have the snug sum of 8140,000. 
You will observe, we are short $50,000 yet. 
How is the company to procure that 
amount? If they know, they are very care- 
ful to keop it to themselves. I question if 
they ever gave it a thought, but simply 
trust to luck that something might turn up, 
Let us suppose there are two ways open to 
thom, either of which, if adopted, will 
prove disastrous, either the city must come 
to the rescue or the work must bo bonded, 
If the former, the city will suffer an un- 
bearable loss; better by far to let the bridge 
qo. Ifthe latter, the bond holders must 
have a preference claim and the stock hold- 
ere will loso for sure their paid up stock. 
Let us now turn our attention to another 
phase inthe drama. The City Council is 
supposed to be all good men, wise as ser- 
ponte and as harmless as doves, conversant 
with the financial standing of tho city, with 
a full knowledge that proporty is now as- 
sessed above its cash value, as stated in the 
Daily IntevuiceNcey of last Wednesday, 
where you will find the following sentence:

There will thus 
be On that year’s operations, provided ex- 
pectations are realized, asurplus sufficient- 
ly large tocover the dolicit we are now en- 
countering, 

The chief results in Canadian trade in 
1886-'7 were pretty much as follows : 

The total exports exceeded those of the 
previous fiecal year by $4,225,000, being 8 
per cent, in advance of the average of 20 
years of Confederation. The export of fish- 
eries show an increage of 15 per cent. over 
the average of 20 years of Confederation, 
export of mines an increase of 13 per cent., 
the foreat export a decrease of 7 per cent., 
exports of agricultural products an increase 
of 80 per cent., and exports of animals and 
animal products an increase of 50 per cent, 
(Cheers. ) ° 

The imports for home consumption were 
8 per cent. more than the average for 20 
years and $6,000,000 moro than in 1886; 
imports of woolen manufacturers 28 per 
cent. more, imports of cotton 54 per cent. 
less than 20 years’ average and $300,000 
less than in 1886. 

All this showed that Confederation was 
now mote than a name, and that notwith- 
standing the geographical conditions largely 
increased commercial relations were growing 
up bet ween different portions of the country 

Sir Charles announced that there would 
be no changes in the customs tariff. In 
concluding Sir Charles denounced unres- 
tricted reciprocity as the most wretched 
chimera eyer put before the House. It would 
imperil the industries and the capital of the 
country. 

The hon, gentleman resumed his seat 
quite hoarse after his great effurt and was 
received with loud, enthusiastic and con- 
tinued cheering. 

At the close of his reply to Sir Charles 
Tupper’s Budget speech Sir Richard Cart- 
wright moved an amendment expressing 
alarm at the financial condition of the 
country,

To this torrent of Congo billingagate 
the Bangala have only ono résponse, They 
colject at the prow of the boat aii shout 
“Savages! savages!’ at tho top of their 
lungs. Travelers seny it is an interesting 
spectacle to see these reformed cannibals thus 
vaunting their superior civilization.—New 
York Sun.

Into the com- 
position of this great pie entered two bush- 
ols of flour, twenty pounds of butter, four 
goesr, two turkoyr, two rabbits, four wild 
ducks, two woodcocks,six snipe, four part- 
ridges, two neats’ tongues, two curlews, 
seven blackbirds, and six pigeonr, It 
weighed twelve stone, and was nine feet in 
circumference at the bottom, It was fur- 
nished with a case on wheels, for conveni- 
ence in passing it around to the guests.
